ALL CLEWS FOLLOWED UP.

OiMClMNATi, Feb. 18.— Th« head of 

Pparl Bryun has not yet born found, al- 
though every possible clew has been fol- 
lowed ap. The draining of the canal 
haa been completed and the bed of the 
■tream Ihotov^ity MMrobed, bat noth- 
ing of the miaainff head WM diawvered. 

The anthorttlea recelred a letter yes- 
tsrdaj firam Oreencaatle, Ind., in which 
the parenta of Pearl Bryan identify the 
hat aent to them aa that belonging to 
Pearl. This makea the finding of the 
hat the most important clew of any and 
ererything will be made snbaerrient to 
following it. The argument now ac- 
cepted ia that tht murdered ^1 was aa- 
Faulted noar the spot and with the im- 
provised alungshot made of the hand- 
kerchief identified by Walling as Jack- 
Hon 's and the heavy bowlder tied in it. 
It would appear the assault occurred 
near the spot and tlie girl, after being 
beaten inseuiUe, waa afttrwHd de- 
i'apitated. 

The fact that Jarkson has thoroughly

DUN'8 REVIEW OP TRADE. 

The Weathor Hinder* Bulnoas, kat Om>

Company's weekly review of trade say.<. 
The weaflier still hinders business and 
continued closeness (if money, and pro- 
longed inaction of congress, but confi- 
ence increases. 

The produotion of pig iron 198,699 
torn weekly, Vtlb. 1, is 4.8 per cent lem 
than .Tan. 1, and 8.5 per t^ent less than 
N(}V. 1, while the unsold st(x'ks in- 
creaKed •>;{, ISS tons in .January, show- 
ing an output much rsceeding tlie pres- 
ent demand, and moreover the larger 
stoc^ks than for a long time ar<' carried 
by the great sti'el wirks. Pig iron at 
the east and at (.'liicigd. lias not ad- 
vanced, wiuthern ciniipetitioii continu- 
iiig at prices so low that several Ala- 
bama furnaces have stojiped, but Besse- 
mer is a shade lower .ii I'lttsburg. The 
dc^niand for plates, sliei'is and wire nails 
continues fairly gond, and there are 
more orders for railroad cars and bar 
iron at Chicago, but no further sales of 
rails appear, and the demand for fin- 
ished pixKluctions keeps but about 70 
percent of the capa<'.ity employed. The 
coke output is again much reduced. 
Copper is a shade firmer at 10 1-4 cents, 
while tin and lead are not ac-tive and 
unchanged. 

The demand for boots and shoes is 
still disappointing, several factories have 
closed and few are working full time, 
belief in lower prices still prevailing, 
although further rod uctiona have been 
made in most lines, amounting since 
Jan, 1 tottper cent. Some makers get 
gocKt orders for women's light shoes, but 
ottiei-t aoaioely at», and Botton ship- 
I nieiits thoa far are il per oaat lew than 

I last yeiir. 

Textile work shows little change, 
thougli the cut in print cloths to 
and a gi>neral conoeasion in brown and 
bleached staples, avenging for the 
whole list quoted 6 per c«utsmce Jan. 1, 
induced more buying which the known 
ai CumtUatiou of goods ahead of demand 
has hindered. Many mills are teportiug 
great profits last year from the rise in 
cotton bnt tue proqieeta ot a larger crop 
this vear does not pi-omiae rraentlou of 
Mi< h' gain*. Thoogh goods snll average 
I 1,' ; per cent above their loweat point 
, last year, cotton ia now 44 per cent 
liigher than it waa then. 

Sales of w«x)l have \m»u small for two 
weeks of Februanr, 9,8290,700 pounds, 
against 10,-.'tt(),650 last year and 12,502.- 
.'•.'•O in 1 H9H, bnt higher prices abroad 
-nstained by heavy Shipments of goods 
ro this (ouiihy. incline holders of wool 
here to make no concessions, so that 
manufacturers have the more difficult^ 
ill meeting l unipetition. Many cancel- 
lations for ortieis of clay worsted and 
mixtures are reijorted since the roduc- 
I .uii in prices. Clothiers who have still 
I I I ai ry large uiistild stocks of dealers, 
■ IS well its their own. deler orders.

EE IS NOT SATISFIED WITH IT.

Havana, Feb. 1.").— Captain (Jeneral 
Weyler continues his exhaustive inves- 
gation into the condition and resources 
of hisfbroes in Cuba and is making 
some experiments of methods he intends 
to employ when he enters upon a eam- 
paigii. A crate of carrier jiigeoiis was 
8»!nt8 from Havana with a detachment 
of troops to Kio Blanco, situated W 
miles from Havana, and they returned 
here in two hours, bringing news of the 
save arrival of the tioopa at their dsatt- 
uati9n. 

(ieneral Weyler is apparently con- 
vinced that the fon-e of volunteers in 

Cuba is uot as large or as aft'ective as it 
can he mad'\ aid he is devoting a great 
deal of attention to plans for enlarging 
this arm of the .•-ei \ ice and employing 
it in active servn c He seems to feel 
that the familiarity with the country 
which has been ac(;iiired by long resi- 
dence here and the knowledge of the 
character and metliods of the insurgents 
which goes with it will makt^ the volun- 
teers esjiecially available against the 
I)e<'ullar metlio<ls of the enemy. He has 
indicated his i)urjK)se in various ways to 
put the volunteers into more eflliciout 
condition and to rely njion them more 
for the active work of the wiir. He pro- 
p(l4e^ to iiioliilize the native voluutwrs 
! in a very short time aud dispatch them 
I to the field. 

i It is learned here that Antonio Maceo, 
after his engagement with the Spaii- 
' iards at ("avajalKis, made a character- 
! iBti(' counter march, going first Sfjuth- 
! ward of Art«'iiiisa and then eastward 
' along the S( nit hern coast jiassing south 
I of Maugas. Canas and (iuira. Canas ia 
on the line b«)tween Piiiar del Rio aud 
Havana provinces. Maceo has thus 
passed out of the province of Pinar del 
kio and is close to the Trocha running 
from Havana to Batabano. if he lia.s 
not ub-eady passed to the eastward. 
Nothing is* reported of his movements 
from along this line, and his immediate 
wlieieabuuis is the subje<-t of UiteresCed 
spoonlution by the anthoiitiee.

SHIPWRE CKED FI SHERMEN, 
Hut Odo of the KlovoB Able to Tell Thrir 
PJIlful Story. 

(' ARKAHKi.i.K, Fla., Feb. l.'t. - A boat 
containing five corpses and sis men 
barely alive has drifted ashore on Dog 
island. When discovered by two fisher 
men the survivors were lying unc;on- 
scious on the decomposed corpses of 
their comiianions. The survivors were 
revived inul (iilbert Holmes, who was 
strongest, related a story of awful Mif 
f ering. La. week the 1 1 men left Key 
West on a smack to fish on the west 
coast. 

When two days out the smack was 
wrecked, the men escaping in a boat 
without food, water or clothing. Three 
days after the wreck Frank Mason died, 
and soon after Max Thornton, Alfiwd 
Stafford, Joe West and Nathan Adams 
succumbed. The survivors were too 
weak to throw their dead comrades into 
the sea. and the corpses remained in the 
boat. For the last two days Holmes 
^vas the only one of the living ccmscious, 
and he does not remember nil that hap- 
jH iied. The scene in the boat was hor- 
rible. The living and the dead, withimt 
a rag of dotlu s. were tumbled together. 

The corp>es s"eined to lie gnawed in 
jilaces, and :he tisheriiien suggested that 
in desperati iii the survivors tried tosus- 
faiii life on the flesh of their dead com 
panions. The six survivors are .hwe 
lbMlri(iues, Sam Williams, Henry John 
son. .John Hlackbiirn, .Vrtiiur Moore 
and (Jilberf Holmes, who are beiiiL' 
carefl for on Dog inland Several of 
them seem to have been rendered idioi 
hy theh* snfl'erings.

NEW CO MET DIS COVERED.

The securing of the position at Kiel 
seems to indicate that the comet was 
discovered by means of photography, a 
work in which Perrine is much inter 
ested. A previous comet by Perrine 
discovered some four months, is still to 
I h* eaaii In tlM iMwa telesoooa.

AUCTIONEERS' UGENSL 

The Court of Appaals Kenden An Im- 
yortaat Daeiaion en Mimlai' 
pal Law. 

The Court of Appeals decided an im- 
portant point in municipal law in the 
case of McUraw againat the town oi Ma- 
rion thia week. 

<;. W. M(<ira\v, a citizen of Indiana, 
sold goods at auction in the town of Ma- 
rion without proooiing lioenae, ai re- 
quired by the ordinance of said town, 
lut failure to pay the fins imposed he 
wu placed in jail. 

Suit was then brought by Mc(iraw 
against the town to recover damages for 
alleged falne imprisonment, plaiutifT in- 
sisting that the ordinance under which 
be waa fined and imprisoned waa uncon- 
stitutional and void. The lower court 
anstaiued the demurrer to the petitiuu, 
and this appeal was prosecuted by Mc- 
Oraw from tlM Jodgment diamiiaing the 
petition. 

The Appellate Courta in an opinion by 

. fudge CiufTy, revcrseH the judgment, 
holding the ordinance void because it 
<liscriminated against non-residents of 
the Htate in that the license is required 
only of persons who do not reside in the 
town of Marion, and the court further 
holda that the town or city is liable for 
damages done to penona by ita officera 
in enforcing void or tUMOMtitatioiial or- 
dinances or laws.
